Washington, June 15.—The senate 
•bate on the sugar schedule of the 
riff bill proceeded with only on* <li- 
rting Incident to relieve the monot- 
ly into wiich the discussion has 
psed. 
This was the sharp exchange bc- 
reen Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts and 
r. Til!man ol South Carolina, repre- 
nting the two extremes of senatorial 
•oceedure. 
Mr. TUiman again referred to pub- 
shed charges of irregularity in con- 
sction iwth the sugar schedule, and 
sserted that the senate would stand 
>uvicted -before the American people 
it failed to investigate the charges. 
Mr. Hoar calmly and impressively 
apelied this statement, his tone and' 
.nguage calculated as a rebuke. He 
ielared that the vague charges of ir- 
sgularity were not only preposterous, 
lit infamous. 
Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, 
tade another speech in defense of the 
;hedule, presenting tables, which h« 
sclared proved that the sugar refiners 
»ceived less protection under tie sen- 
te schedule than under the 
existing 


iw.; 
Mr. Pettigre* (S. D.) spofce at length 
i favor of his amendment to place on 
ie free list articles controlled by 
•usts. severely arraigning the various 
rusts. 
Mr. Allen (Neb.) urged legal pro- 
edure against the trusts. Only one 
ol!call occurred during the day, on 
Jr. Lindsay's amendment to place all 
uagrs on the same basis. This was 
ejected—26 to 29. 
-Mr. McEnery (Dem., LA.) voted with

(hewing the differential on the law of 
LS94. the 'house bill and the proposed 
ieuate schedule, from sugars of 75 de- 
grees upto refined sugar. The main 
•ales are shown as follows: Seventy- 
Ive degrees, differential, 
1894. 56.29; 


House. 40.82: senate, 62.99; S8 degrees, 
inferential 1594. 28.48; house, 17.35; 
senate, 24.S5; 96 degrees, differential, 
11894, 19.82; house, 13.33; senate, 19.83; 
100 degrees, differential law 1894, 21.82; 
house. 12.50; senate, 20.00. 
-When Mr. Allison was asked why his 
figures differed from those o£ Mr. Aid- 
rich, who made the original statement, 
be-answered that his' (Allison's) scale 
was based upon the price of sugars In 
bond in New York, while Mr. Aldrich's 
statement was based on the price of 
sugar in the Phillippiue islands and 
Egypt. 


"Upon these tables I have demon- 


strated, at icsst to my own satisfac- 
tion," he added; "that the rate as ;it is 
proposed h^re is a less rote of 'duty 
than that in the existing law. In a 
itood many cases I agree that it is only 
a. fraction less, but in every casa, ex- 
cepting two, it is less."

In the absence of both the estate is 


governed by E. J. Harding, said to be 
an Englishman by birth. When wait- 
ed on by the local committee of ar- 
rangements a day or two ago for per- 
mission for tfce president and party to 
enter -Biltmore House, he objected 
strongly to receiving any members ol 
the party other than the president an<) 
his cabinet, and the ladles with them 
He even refused permission to Mana- 
ger MoKissick of the Battery Park ho- 
tel, in charge of the party here, and in 
tbe course of conversation had with 
two members of the ' committee, said:

Porter was told that it was and he 


informed Mr. Harding that the presi- 
dent considered the newspaper men 
were his invited guests on ishe trip and 
that they were as much a contingent 
of the party as members of the cabinet 


Furthermore, Mr. Porter notified Mr 


Harding that the president had au- 
thorized him to say that if the news- 
paper men were barred from the man- 
sion he would not step his foot inside 
the estate.

PRAYING BICYCLES. 


Seme VactnMttoii Stattttoa, 


Lord Lurrr, ;'a rising to more tb« nec- 


ond resolution at a meeting in honor of 
Edward Jenner, gaiil that he would, in 
the first place, correct a mutake into 
which be had inadvertently fallen in 
his address to the British asaooiatiou. 
•He'had said in error that owing to the 
compulsory revaccination of recruiw 
smallpox was unknown :in' the huge 
German army.' A great parade had been 
made of correcting this statement. If be 
had said that fatal smallpox wai un- 
known in the German army it would 
have been the literal 'truth. In the pe- 
riod from 1874-5 to 1886-7 the only 
death from smallpox among German 
soldiers was that of a man who was 
shown not to have been properly vac- 
cinated. In 1886-7 there were seven 
cases of smallpox, in 1885-6 four cases, 
and as these occurred among a force of 
344,000 men, and as the figures of other 
years were similar, it might be said 
that though he had fallen into error it 
was not a serious error. 


He then proceeded to analyze some of 


the statistics quoted against other ob- 
servations he had made in his address 
to the British association and show that 
after 1884, when revaccmation of re- 
cruits was rendered compulsory, there 
had been a remarkable aud rapid de- 
cline in the number of deaths from 
smallpox in the German army; that even 
during the Franco-Prussian war, when 
the reservists, in some of whom the pro- 
tection afforded by vaccination might 
well be supposed in some cijses to have 
worn " self our, were called out, (hough 
there was an increase ia the mortality 
from smallpox, it was slight, almost in- 
significant as compared with the rav- 
ages the disease committed in the 
French army, in which revaccination 
was not compulsory.—British Medical 
toninal. 


Attach I*ay«r Whe«l» to the 


Hub* of Their Machine*. 


The bicycle is now employed to aid 


the pious Buddhist * in praying with 
greater ease,'but yet, as he hopes, with 
great effect. I* ia from the ingenious 
and enterprising country of Japan that 
this new departure is reported. 


The Buddhist has always done bis 


praying with the assistance of a wheel. 
The prayers are placed inside the wheel, 
which tarns round, following the di- 
rection of the snn, and delivers tip to 
heaven ihe prayers of the owner, or of 
all whose thoughts are fixed upon it. 
Some enormous wheels are capable of 
praying for thousands of people. This 
mode of worship may seem somewhat 
irresponsible to western people, but the 
Buddhist, who is a subtle reasoner, 
wonld be able to explain -why it is sat- 
isfactory. 


In various parts of the vast territory 


in which the Buddhist faith is held 
different motive powers are used in 
these prayer wheels. Some bumble per- 
sons turn the wheel by band bnt not 
if liiey can help it 
On the hilla of 


Tibet, a great stronghold of pure 
Buddhism, the wheels are usually EO 
built that the wind turns them. In oth- 
er places they are moved by water pow- 
er. 


But it is obvious that wind must fail 


wcasionally and that this may happen 
when the Buddhist is particularly in 
ieed of copious prayer. 
Water power, 


oo, is often lacking. 


So the ingenious Jap now attaches a 


small prayer wheel to the hub of his 
ncycle, and when he takes a ride he 
combines worship with recreation. By 
pving a glance at bis pedometer he can 
ell just bow ranch praying he has done. 
Je can also keep an accurate daily rec- 
ord, which will enable him to tell after 
a number of years jnst bow much pray- 
T stands to his credit. In this way 
Suddhism seems to have given a zest 


bicycling which no other religion 


can supply.—New York Journal

History records two instances, accord- 


Ing to Mr. "Whiteley Stokes in tbs Lon- 
ion Athenaittrti, in which bees have 
been used in warfare as weapons against 
besieging forces. The first is related by 
Appian of the siege of Themisoyra, iu 
Poutus, by Lucnllus ia his war against 
Mithridates. Turrets were brought up, 
mounds were built aud huge mines were 
made by the Komaiis. The people of 
Themiscyra dug open these mines from 
above and through the holes cast down 
upon tho workmen bears and other wild 
animals and hives or swarms oi bees. 


The second instance is recorded in au 


Irish manuscript in the Bibliotheque 
Koyale at Brussels, and tells how the 
Dunes and Norwegians attacked Ches- 
ter, which was defended by the Saxons 
and some Gallic auxiliaries. The Danes 
•were'worsted by a stratagem, bnt tho 
Norwegians, sheltered by hurdles, tried 
to pierce the walls of tho town when 
"what the Saxons and the Gaeidhil who 
were among them did .was to throw 
down large rocks, by which they broke 
down the Hurdles over their heads." 
\Vhat tli3 others did to check this was 
to place largo posts under the hurdles. 


What the Saxons did next was to put 


all the beer and water of the town into 
the caldrons of the town and boil them 
and spill them down upon those who 
were under the hurdles, so that their 
skin? were peeled off.

Wm. Bentley would Skill him, aaked 


jr Hartley Stroger to suy 


"We intend to ibow to jou tbat on 


the next morning, Tuesday, March 
2d, 1S97, he arose In the mornicg and 
•ent up town, before breakfast, hop- 
ing his enemy would be gone by the 
time he returned. 


"We intend to show to you that 


when he did return in about an hour 
and while peaceably standing in the 
house he was again assaulted by Wm. 
Bentley, who came at him with an 
open razor threatening to cut his 
throat, and, having no possible means 
of escape without Increasing bis 
danger and after entreating him to 
desist, he was compelled to shoot his 
antagonist to save his own life 


"We also will show yon tbat Wil- 


liam Bentley was an habitual drunk- 
ard and when under the influence of 
strong drink was very quarrelsome 
and dangerous; that be always car- 
ried a razor in a packet inside of his 
shirt and always wore his shirt open 
so that it might be easily got at in 
case be wanted it (which was very 
often). 


"We will show you that, in the 


south, he was an outlaw, that he 
serred five years in the Coal City 
penitentiary for cutting a man and 
that he was shot by the sheriff In 
Louisiana while trying to evade an 
irrest; that he was so badly wounded 
tbat he was taken to a hospital to re- 
cuperate and while yet at the hospi- 
tal he escaped and came to Lima, 
where he remained till his death. 


"We will show you that while in 


Lima he was always In trouble; that 
on numerous occasions he threatened 
to cut different persons and did cut 
several, tbat ha has threatened to 
beat the brains out of persons who 
happened to cross him; that he has 
threatened to cut the head off of 
persons and would brandish knives, 
axes, butcher knives, razors or any 
other weapon that chanced to be 
within his reach when irritated 


"In fact, gentlemen, we intend to 


show you that he was of a depraved 
nature, always in trouble, and a man 
who would not hesitate to take life 
under very small provocation; that 
be intended to take the life ot the 
defendant and would have done so 
had not the defendant got the drop 
on him and thus saved himself." 


When Mr. Rogers had finished, Mr. 


Rldenour said 


"We expect that the evidence will 


show nothing of the Kind. It will 
show that the trouble was all over 
Delia Jones, that when the shooting 
was done Bentley bad no razor in his 
hand—tbat he was Bitting down 
when shot. It will be shown that 
Bentley and Simons both came from 
the south and tbat both were vicious, 
that tbe circumstances surrounding 
the case were sucti that tbe act could 
not be one of selr defense." 


Judge Richie instructed the jury- 


men as to their outlet and dismissed 
them until S o'clock this morning.

Hank Talbot was the first witness 


called. He testified as follows

Bentieydld not lite over three 


minutes after being shot. 


Simons left and wenteast. Simons 
•hot with a revolver. Neverjiaw him

CBGSS-EXAMINATION. 


Mr. Oopeland cross-examined wit- 


nets. Witness said: 
Bentley bad 


the home rented 
from Hlggin*. 


Delia Jones and Simons rented their 
room from Bentley. 


On night of 22nd the trouble oc- 


curred about 8:30. It was dark and 
after rapper. I and my two boys, 
Bentley, Ida Travis, Emma Johnson, 
Bartley Stroger ana Tenney Jackson 
were all there. 


Simons came in about half-past 


seven until he whipped Daila and 
went oat. 
Bentley ordered him to 


take her out if be wanted to whip 
her. 


Simons ordered him to shut up 


Bentley atked them not to have a 
fuss. Bentley was pushed into his 
own room by his wife. 


Simons did not draw a ra^or as I 


saw. Ben got bis guitar, went op 
town and returned about half-past 
nine. Bentley made no threats while 
Simons was gone. Ben, on return- 
Ing, was asked to drink but refused. 


Bentley got up and made a fire 


His wife and Delia Jones got op 
next. Bentley got up and went after 
some beer. Simons got op, dressed 
and left about half-past six and re- 
turned In about 20 minutes. 


Shooting occurred about half-past 


seven. Ben, when he returned, be- 
gan to fuss with Delia and asked fo 
the 50 cents he gave her and tbrea 
ened to whip her. 


He then said to Bentley 
"You 


treated me like a 
dog last 


night." Did not see gun morning of 
the shooting. 


I stood about two feet from Simons, 


who shot over my shoulder 
Didn't 


know I testified at preliminary hear- 
ing that I could not see the gun on 
account of poor eyesight. Didn't see 
Bentley have a razor the night be- 
forr. 


Bentley had no weapons 
Bentley 


did not reach up and take a ra/or out 
of pants pocket when he saw Simons 
enter the room 
Bentley only said 


"Go for a doctor. I'm shot " 


Bentley did not say, "this is the 


way I was to die; I was either to 
shoot someone, cr someone shoot me " 
Bentley sat about four feet from coal 
box 
Delia Jones and myself are the 


only ones who saw the shooting. 
Bartley was in his own room 
Bent- 


ley's wife had gone to work. 


Bullet hole in the door was about 


five feet three inches from the floor. 
That was not the first shot fired 
Bentley and I were not especial 
friends. 
Only had trouble with 


Simons once, when he was going to 
hit me with a cup. 


Was not drunk. Mr boys did not 


have to put me to bed. 
When we 


had the fuss Bentiey did Dot give me 
a rator. Never a*ked Bella Joaes to 
co away with me. I said; "Delia, 
if you go and perjure yourself yon 
will get a twenty-sppy^, 


WlUtets Miu ui»ii at IUKI bouT in 


the Ohio penitentiary for pocket- 
picking, and further sa»3 that Slices 
was working back of the Parmenter 
building, and got home about 6 
o'clock, and bad whipped Delia Jones 
two times that evening. 


RE-EXAMINATION". 


On re-examlnatlon by the prosecu- 


tor Talbot testified that Delia Jones 
ran when shooting occurred and 
jumped through a window. She was 
standing in the partition door when 
Simons fired the fourth shot. She 
threw herself under the bed, then 
jumped up and got Into bed with my 
boys. She was scared and knocked 
out a window and lumped through it 


On cross-examination he said Delia 


ran around in the room while Simons 
was shooting. She crawled under my 
bed. 
The shots were fired close to- 
gether. 


On re-examination again witness 


said that Simons stood abrat eight 
feet from Bentley when be shot. 
Bentley's hands were clasped and he 
had no weapon. They were not in 
striking distance of each otber. 
Simons could have walked sway from 
Bentley; hie way was free to escape. 
He was there about five minutes be- 
fore be began to shoot. 


Cross-examination — Talbot (aid 


tbat all cooking was done on bis 
•tove, which was in Bentley's room. 


.). C. CKOKLEY 


was next called, and identified a plat 
as one that he bad made of the bouse 
where Bentley was killed, which was 
entered as an exhibit. 


G. B. FINFBOCK 


testified that he lived at 363 south 
Tanner street. At tbe time of the 
shooting he was sitting at home In 
bis dining room, lived about 100 feet 
from Bentley's house; saw man stand- 
ing Inside of the house 
shooting.

pearance, without any further, delay, so 
to apeak. Let u* see if the plan rests on 
correct conceptions of what we owe to 
each other and to all principles of 
eternal justice, 


Vacant land. means, land unused 01 


unimproved in opposition to that which 
is unproved or used, bat who is to be 
the judge about when the latter kind 
ends and the former commences? Gov- 
ernment, of course. .If government has 
to disappear in proportion as land mo- 
nopoly in -vacant land disappears, as 
above proposed, government shall see 
that such monopoly dees not disappear, 
and the job shall be easily accom- 
plished. Even thamost inferior meadow 
land is already classified as improved 
land, which improvement means about 
$3 per acre in potentiality for annual 
pasture or $5 in paj- pe* annum. Ev- 
ery landlord holding vacant lots or 
plots in and around our cities, worth at 
the rate of $50,000 per act* or more, 
could easily plant that vacant land in 
grass at an Insignificant expense every 
five or ten years, and that process or 
any otber similar one would be the end 
of our attempt to suppress land monop- 
oly in vacant land -while letting monop- 
oly in improved land grow and flourish. 
" Conservatism, iossilism and plutocra- 
cy — all such elements can afford the old 
trick of suppressing certain evils white 
letting others thrive, but when reform- 
ers try to do anything of the kind then 
they get left. Qod refuses to have any- 
thing to do with them because they are

out being regarded as a center of phys- 
ical as well as moral pestilence Ho is 
irritable, pugnaqsus, impatient, un- 
grateful and profane. His immediate 
relations bear with these mortal infirm- 
ities because of the obvious reality of 
his sufferings. They generously put 
themselves within the range and reach 
of his shoes or whatever missiles he has 
at hand, in order that he may vary the 
mongtony of 'paia with the pleasure of 
personal assault To announce the con- 
tagiousness of rheumatism is to drive 
away from his bedside all sympathetic 
and enduring friends. When they wit- 
ness the moral decay of a good man in 
the clutches of this disease,' they are 
naturally disposed to save themselves 
by flight from a like condition. 


What the victims of rheumatism have 


a right to maintain is that the doctors 
know too little about the disease. They 
are too helpless in its. violent stage to 
have any warrant for further dogmatic 
affirmations about it. If rheumatism is 
to be classed among the contagious dis- 
eases, it will be necessary to regulate 
the Turkish bath establishments as we 
do smallpox hospitals, or they will be- 
come centers from which rheumatism 
will radiate like cholera from oriental 
wells.

Karlr p!«v- 
ing for -wheat, which will allow the 
soil to settle before it is wded, ^jjjows 
a decided advantage over plowing just. 
before swiivg. The p!ai« \v3ji<?h wet* 
rabsoik-d sir weeks before «*"diug pro- 
duced a better yield than die plats 
•which were plowed in the ordinary 
way at the same time, but the plats 
•whiel^-were snbsoileday«ar before seed- 
ing, and which had in the meantime 
been cropped with peas, gave uo in- 
crease over the plowed plats. 


In an inquiry as to the best time to 


seed wheat, in which a series of plats 
•was seeded every seventh day from 
Sept i8 to Nov. l, the seeding of Sept. 
20 gave -the best yield, 26.62 bushels 
per acre, and successive ,seediugs showed 


constantly diminishing yield, till the 


seeding of Nov. I, \vhich yielded but 


.99 bushels per acre of very inferior 
grain. Experience and experiments 


gp-e on about the. middle of September 
as the best time to seed wheat in this 
region. 


Experiments with different amounts 


of seed pel acre indicate that about 1J4 
bushels per acre give the best returns 
or this region. As to methods of seed- 
rig tried, the shoe press drill gave this 
ear better yields than seeding with 
he hoe drill, lister drill or broadcast- 
ng. But it must not be overlooked that 
vhetber this or that method will give 
he best "yield will .depend largely on 
;he character of the season. There was 
no marked difference in yield of the 
;rades, light, common and heavy seed 
•wheat, the present year, though the av- 
erage of the experiments for four years 
is in favor of heavy seed. 


Pasturing the wheat did not affect 


;he yield injuriously the present year. 
Termer experiments have given the best 
yields when the wheat was not pas- 
wred. Wheat land manured with 20 
:ons barnyard manure per acre yearly 
las given decidedly smaller yields than 
land in wheat continuously .-without 
manure. The wheat on the manured 
aud lodges and fails to till. The best 
•ieldiug six varieties, based on an aver- 
ige of several years, are the following, 
in the order named: Andrews' No. 4, 
Turkey, Valley. Tasmaniait Red, Ram- 
sey and Currell.

might miss him altogether; the ele- 
vated sign, carried above the heads 
f the people, w expected to be »eeii 
>y all, and in one form and another 
t is now the sign most commonlj- 
larried. 


There are, however, still sonic 


signs besides sandwich boards'that 
are carried below the head line. 
Of these the most familiar is the 
coat sign, a coat with a >iga painted 
upon it, worn by men who may per- 
haps remain near the establishment 
:o which they belong, or who walk 
about There is at least one man in 
^s ew York who has worn a sign coat 
—a canvas coat in dry weather, a 
rubber coat in wet, with the same 
;ign painted on each—daily for 
years. Wearing a sign coat is as 
much his regular occupation as 
writing is the occupation «f the man 
who writes this brief article about 
signs that are carried. 


There is another^sign carried be- 


low the head—the valise sign, which 
scarcely comes within the purview 
of this article, for the reason, that 
the carrier of the valise sign i& in 
costume, and signs so carried by 
men whose curious outfit is relied 
upon to attract attention form a 
group by themselves. Still, perhaps 
mention may be madjB of the valise 
sign here. It is painted upon the flat 
side of an old fashioned alligator 
mouth valise, whose carrier walks 
about the street, visiting at intervals 
the store whence he conies. Pausing 
there for a moment on the side- 
walk, he looks up intently at the 
sign over' the door and then enters 
in, sallying forth again. Presently 
he starts on another round. 


Another form of portable sign 


which depends in a measure upon 
the manner in which it is brougbl 
to th% attention, though its carriers 
are not in uniform, is the painted 
block. The sign is painted upon the 
sides of a block of wood of about 
the shape and size^ of a small Axes? 
suit case, and has a handle at the 
top. 
Such signs, to the number of 


four or five, are carried by two buys 
who, 
to begin with, set th^m down 


upon the cuibstone 15 to 20 tee 
apart. Then they begin moving the 
blocks one at a time from • rear t( 
front along the curbstone. The real 
boy picks up his block and cai-rie1- 
it along the sidewalk past the uthei

or about the head. There is, for in 
stance, the tall hat sign, which th'

ed upon it or painted upou some 
thing attached to it. Carried a 
night is the electric hat sign, wit! 
light from lamps fed by a storag 
battery shining through letters pei 
forated in a tall hat 
The illumina 


tion can be turned on or off at th 
will of the wearer of the hat as h 
walks. A day sign carried about th 
head j& in the form of a tansparen 
cy, the lower part of tbe frame res< 
ing upon i he carrier's shoulders.— 
New York Sun.

and continued

terday and several witnesses for the 
state were examined.

Simons did cot appear much con- 


cerned until Kit Carson took the 
stand and testified to Simons having 
declared to him his Intention of 
shooting Bentley. He seemed great 
ly agitated at the testimony. 


On account of tbe attorneys de- 


manding tbat tbe testlmocy be ex- 
tended, eaurt waa adjourned at 12:30 
p m. until to-morrow morning at 6 
o'clock in order to give tbe stenogra- 
phers time to transpose their records. 


SEUBCTIKO THE JUKY.

The evidence will 
show tbat Simons had a violin and 
tbat after, (heir dispute he took 
the violin and disposed Of it to a junk 
dealer in order to purchase a revolver. 
That he did purchase the revolver. 
That he made the threat tbat he 
intended to kill Bentley. It will be 
shown also that Simons vent forth 
and sought Bentley. On meeting him 
lie shot Bentley through the heart, 
killing him. It will be shown tbat 
tke act was premeditated. That he 
deliberated over the act, secured the 
weapon and carried out bis threats. 


Mr. Bogers then made the trial 
statement for the defense. He said: 


"We, as the defendant in this case, 
intend to sbow to you that the pris- 
oner at the bar is not guilty of mnr- 
der in the first degree, or guilty of 
any known crime under the laws ot 
the state of Ohio.
